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The following constitutes the reasons for this bill and the purposes which are sought to be 
accomplished thereby: 
 
 Current statute allows political parties to organize not only as statewide parties, but also 
based on congressional districts, county, or city lines.  LB 473 would repeal the statutory 
authority to create a political party based on congressional district, county or city lines. 
 
 In addition, current law provides that a political party must have a candidate that receives 
5% of the vote in order to maintain ballot status for the next primary election.  LB 473 would 
allow a political party to maintain a ballot status if a candidate or combination of candidates 
encompassing the entire state receives 5% of the vote at one of the two previous elections.  
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
